A telegram from Hamilton, Ont. says 
that four occupants of a brick house 
could be burned to death in broad day- 
light within astone’s throw of relatives 
and neighbors is the almost inconceivable 
tragedy that occurred on the Old Indian 
trail, two miles south of Lynden, when 
Phillip Vansickle, a farmer, 78 years old; 
his son Martin, 24 years; his son-in-law 
Harry Vansickle, 
daughter Matilda, 45 years, met death in 
a fire which completely destroyed their 
‘farm house. The cause of the fire is a 
mystery.. There is no suspicion of 
foul play. 

The four people lived in, a two-story 
brick house and had retired at midnight 
Friday. While they slept the house 
caught fire. Clouds of smoke went 
through the house, rendering the oc- 
cupants unconscious. Phillip Vansickle 
and his son-in-law, Harry, were the first 
to awaken and they endeavored to escape. 
but were overcome by the smoke. The 
fire swept through the house and the 
floors and roof fell, taking three of the 
bodies to the bottom. 

The body of Phillip Vansickle was 
brought out before the floors fell in. 

Coroner Farmer of Ancaster will hold 
an inquest. 

We regret to learn that Harry Van- 
sickle who lost his life in this fire is a 
brother to Fred and Frank Vansickle of 
Airdrie.

Alberta Musical Festival. 


Complete arrangements have been 
made for the holding of the Second 
Annual Musical Festival, which takes 
place in Edmonton on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, May 4th and 5th next. 
The success of last year’s Festival held 
in May 1908 was most gratifying, both to 


| the committee in charge and also to the 


Contestants and visitors from all parts of 
the Province. The arrangements were 
complete and the decisions of the ad- 
judicators [two of Winnipeg’s ablest 
musicians] were decidedly impartial. 
The results were pleasing to the out-of- 
town contestants, they having won the 
majority of the competitions for which 
they entered, the winners hailing from 
Daysland, Crossfield Wetaskiwin, and 
other places. 

The First Alberta Musicial Competition 
Festival was organized in 1907 having as 
its primary object, the raising of the 
standard of, andincreasing the’ interest 
in the Choir misic of the various churches 
in the Province. 


The original scheme, which provided 
for Choir Competition only, was event- 
ually enlarged to include competitions for 
Male Choruses, Amateur Vocalists, and 
Pianists, while this year additional com- 
petitions have been added for Female 
Choruses and Trios, Violinists and 
Bands. 

At the first Festival held in May last, 
there were just over a hundred entries 
in the various Competitions, and the 
judging occupied the adjudicators two 
days, the Festival closing with a concert 
in the Thistle Rink in the evening of the 
second day, when the Programme was 
supplied by the winners in the various 
competitions, and a massed chorus of a 
hundred and eighty voices, assisted by 
anorchestra of forty players. Through- 
out the country and in every town in 
Alberta is to be found excellent musical 
talent, both in vocal, instrumental and 
band. To make the Alberta Musical 
Festival the success it deserves to be, 
every town should be well represented. 
Suitable railway arrangements will be 
made, so that any who wish may attend 
at small cost in transportation. A com- 
plete Syllabus of Competions may be ob- 
tained from the Secretary of the Festival, 
Box 1567 Edmonton, from whom also, 
copies of all the Music required may be 
obtained.

Your directors beg to submit the Annual Statement of the affairs of the Bank 
at close of books on November 30th fast, covering the year's business. The net profits 
amount to $736,597.19, which is less than those of a year ago, but it will be borne in 
mind that conditions have been less favourable. Our interest bearing deposite have 
grown to a considerably larger sum latterly, while our call loan funds—nearly 
$11,000,000—have likewise greatly increased under a slowing down of trade ‘activity, 
the latter yielding a substantially less return than at any date for many years back 


After paying the usual dividend of 3 per cent., we have disposed of the surplus 
earnings by writing down Bank*Premises Acoount $100,000, contributing $25,000 to the 
Officers’ Pension Fund, and carrying forward the balance to Undivided Profits Ao 
count, which has now reached the total of $400,997.94. 


All the Branches of the Bank have been duly inspected. We have found it desir 
able to close :the sub-office at Douglas. Ontario, which did not justify being con- 
tinued. We hive opened Branches at Melville, Sask., Wainwright, Alta. and in 
Toronte on Pafliament Street. 


With reference to the world-wide monetary stringency experienced the past year, 
bordering at times on panic conditions without claiming undue prescience, we had 
early indication of the coming storm and prepared for something of the kind well in 
advance, so that our course through the growing pressure was made much easter 
and without stress to our extensive discounting clientele. Meantime, a clearer finan 
cial outlook has supervened, and we look from this on to a gradual =evival 
of general trade, following upon an excellent crop in the North-West and ~ood prices.

At this moment the Bank is in an exceptionally str ng 
position with regard to its immediately available resources as shown by this state- 
ment. They amount to about 50 per cent. of the Liabilities. Formerly we used to 
be well satisfied if our available resources amounted to 25 per cent. but times 
have changed and most of the Banks now keep larger reserves. 


“With regard to the names presented, they are the same as last year with one 
exeeption to replace a Director who hae resigned to join the directorate of another 
bank, and I feel eure that they will be satisfactory to you, and | am sure that all 
the Shareholders are greatly pleased with the result of their efforts. (Applause). 


The annual report was then unanimously adopted on the following motion:— 


Moved by the President and seconded by the Vice-president that the report of 
the Directors as submitted be and the same is hereby adopted and ordered to be 
printed for distribution among the shareholders, 


The General Manager of the Rank, Mr. EB, F. Hebden, briefly discussed the report, 
remarking: ‘There is very little to say beyond expressing the hope that the share 
holders may find the exhibit placed before them satisfactory. 


“The only other matter I have to refer to is the staff, and to testify to the con- 
tinuing loyalty and devotion of ite members to the shareholders’ interests, and to 
the excellent spirit animating them towards the Bank and one another, and to the 
good work performed.” 


Messrs. John Patterson and O. B. Black were appointed scrutineers for the elec- 
tion of Directors.

Dr John Gorrie, a native of Charles 
ton, 8 C., was practicing medicine ip 
Apalachicola, Fla. He was a scientific 
man and_fond of making experiments. 
He conceived the idea of artificially 
cooling the air.in the rooms occupied 
by fever patients by taking advantage 
of the; absorption of heat from sur- 
rounding objects by expanding volatile 
gases. He was so successful as to 
make actual ice as early as 1845, 

In 1850. in the Madison hotel, in his 
home town, ‘he publicly exhibited his 
machine and made ice with it.

Time Killing Methods of Officials In 
Continental Europe.

When 
you speak about the impossible meth- 
ods employed the librarians tell you 
that they are too poor to Introduce any 
modern indexes or catalogues. This is. 
to some extent so, but as a matter of 
fact they would not change if they 
had all the money in the world at thei: 
disposal 

“They do not wish to encourage the 
common people to use books. The 
learned are among the aristocracy, and 
the spread of the knowledge which is 
hidden in those wonderful literary mu- 
seums is far from the purpose of the 
men at the head of Europe's libraries. 

“There may be some delay in our li- 
braries, but our people in the lower 
walks of life are certainly ahead of 
the common people of the old world in 
the matter of getting books when they 
want them, and generally free of 
charge.”

Removing Ink Stains 


N two quarts of water, previously 
| boiled and cooled, dissolve four 

ounces of citric acid. 

A?fd six to eight ounces of a strong. 
strained solution of borax, ‘after which 
the whole may be put in a hottie. 

Then to two quarts of water previous- 
ly boiled and cooled add three-quarters 
of a pound of chloride of lime. 

Shake and let stand from four to six 
days, after which strain and add from 
six to eight ounces of borax In a strong 
solution, and place in a separate bottle. 

To remove ink from paper, cloth or 
other absorbent substances, the com- 
position in bottle No. 1 is applied so as 
to saturate thoroughly the ink-covered 
spot; a blotter placed underneath will 
absorb all waste moisture. Rinse out 
then apply fluid No, 2. 

By the combined use of the two fluids 
thus described, writing irks or other 
finids will he immediately dissolved and 
removed. If ink spot is on paper, the 
paper can then be rewritten on.
